STRAIGHT FROM THE HORSE’S MOUTH 


We have asserted time and time again that nationalism is communism, and that the white 





nationalists comprise the most consistently anti-imperialist and revolutionary movement in the 
United States, despite all their attempts to portray themselves as warmongering cynics. 


The President of the United States, Joe Biden, has just announced that he wholeheartedly 
agrees. From Yahoo! News’: 


Make no mistake — the terrorist threat has evolved beyond Afghanistan since 2001 and we will 
remain vigilant against threats to the United States, wherever they come from. Al Qaeda and ISIS 
are in Yemen, Syria, Somalia, and other places in Africa and the Middle East and beyond,” Biden 
said in prepared remarks released by the White House. 


“And, we won’t ignore what our own intelligence agencies have determined — the most lethal 
terrorist threat to the homeland today is from white supremacist terrorism,” Biden added in the 
remarks. 


Of course, by “white supremacist”, he means white nationalists. 


The media realizes this was too direct of an acknowledgement, and of course must play their 
part. They remind any white nationalists that Biden didn’t really mean to say what he did: 


While delivering the speech to Congress, Biden slightly departed from the prepared script, saying 
that “white supremacy is terrorism.” 


He meant to say (option 1), “The most lethal terrorist threat to the homeland today, white 
supremacy is terrorism”? This means the same thing. Or did he mean to only say (option 2) 
“White supremacy is terrorism”, and just added all the other stuff? In that case, we believe the 
authority of the President overrides the authority of his speechwriters. He said what he said, and 
he meant it. 


The article then cites FBI Director Christopher Wray: 


The problem of domestic terrorism has been metastasizing across the country for a long time now, 
and it’s not going away any time soon,” Wray said at the time. “We viewed it as such a critical 
threat that back in June 2019 we elevated racially and ethnically motivated violent extremism 
to our highest threat priority, on the same level as ISIS and homegrown violent extremists.” 


It’s funny when one considers that the integrationist, cosmopolitan “Black Lives Matter” 
movement, the antithesis to all Black Power, the vehicle of liberalism into the minds of

The reader should note: racial and ethnic extremism. The Director did not say “white 
supremacy” specifically, meaning, both white and black nationalism.

“One of the things we struggle with in particular is that more and more, the ideologies, if you 
will, that are motivating these violent extremists are less and less coherent, less and less 
linear, less and less easy to pin down,” Wray said. “In some cases it seems like people coming up 
with their own customized belief system — a little bit of this, a little bit of that — and they put it 
together, maybe combined with some personal grievance that’s happened to them in their lives, and 
that drives them.” 


What is “incoherent” to the Director is clear as glass to us: the most advanced elements of 
various nations have been starting to find common ground in their opposition to the American 
state. What the Director talks of so fearfully here is the prospect of various nationalists realizing 
they might not have that much to gain from standing against one another, and might have 
everything to gain from standing against the American State and their Federal Bureau. 


We’ll take another look. From USA Today:? 


In discussing his order to withdraw American troops from Afghanistan, Biden noted global terror 
networks have largely moved beyond the country and that white supremacists posed a bigger threat 
than foreign actors. 


"We won't ignore what our intelligence agencies have determined to be the most lethal 
terrorist threat to our homeland today: White supremacy is terrorism,” Biden cautioned 


So, this was the nature of the quote. He said option 1, which means he did indeed 
acknowledge white nationalism as the biggest threat. 


The article then offers a brief explanation of who Biden was addressing:
